MOTHER EARTH SHOOK. 


TOWN OF SAN JACINTO ALMOST RUINED BY 


THE QUAKES 


YESTERDAY. | 


Southern California Rocked by an Invisible Force, and People 
Awakened from Their Slumbers in the Early 
Morning Hours, 


Seismic Disturbance Generally Feit, but Serious Damage Reported at Few 
Places—Walls Cracked, Chimneys Toppled, Windows Broken, Dishes 
Smashed and Clocks Stopped—Six Indians Killed and 
Many Hurt by Falling Adobe Walls. 


Christmas morning in Southern Cali- 
fornia was ushered in with one of the 
severest earthquakes this section of the 
Pacific Coast has experienced in many 
years. It occurred at an hour, 4:25 
o’clock in the morning, when most peo- 
ple were in bed, but, sleeping or waking, 
few persons in the convulsed region 
failed to notice it. | 

The sleeping populace was not liter- 
ally shaken out of bed, but many ner- 
vous individuals tumbled out in great 
haste when the heaving began and 
scrambled for doors and stairways. But 
aside from early-rising record, 
nothing was smashed in this city and 
vicinity. From the interior, however, 
notably from San Jacinto, Hemet and 
other points in Riverside county come 
more serious reports. Both of the 
towns named suffered severely through 
demolishment of buildings, but fortun- 
ately no lives were lost in those vil- 
lages, nor was anybody — injured, 
though many persons had narrow es- 
capes.. 

But the temblor did not spend its 
fury without finding some human vic- 
tims. From the Saboba Indian reser- 
vation, Riverside county, comes the re- 
port that six aborigines were killed and 
four fatally injured by the collapse of 
an adobe building in which they were 
holding a dance in honor of the natal 
day of the Savior of the world. This 
brings to mind a similar disaster many;j 
years ago, when San Juan Capistrano 
Mission was partially destroyed during 
the Easter festivities, many Indian 
worshipers being buried in the ruins. | 

In this city the quake was quite 
proiuounced, but not as much damage 
was done by it as by the one last 
summer, which did some slight in- 
jury to the City Hall and _ broke 
plate-glass windows in various busi- 
ness blocks. The City Superintendent 
of Buildings, after examining the City 
Hall carefully yesterday morning, 
found only a few slight cracks in ad- 
dition to those caused by the last 
previous earthquake. A slight crack 
was also noted in the Courthouse 
tower. No damage of any consequence 
resulted to any other building, and 
aside from stopping of clocks and up- 
setting.of top-heavy articles, the ef- 
fect of the earthquake was untraceable 
after the vibrations ceased. 

One citizen in the West End, whose 
house was recently robbed by burg- 
lars, Was awakened by the pounding 
of the window weights against their 
cases, when the earthquake came. He 
thought burglars were again trying to 
get into the house, and started up, 
revolver in hand, to give them a warm 
reception. While he was tip-toeing 
through the parlor in search of the 
imaginary burglars, his little son 
emerged from his sleeping-room and 
said: ‘‘Papa, the burglars are under 
my bed; I felt them shaking it.’”’ By 
this time the old man observed that 
the whole house was __ shaking, and 


that he was gunning for an earth- 
quake instead of burglars. 
. George E. Franklin, local forecast 


official of the Weather Bureau, took 
probably as accurate an observation of 
the temblor as any one in the city. Mr. 
Franklin usually goes to his office in 
the Wilson Block shortly before 5 
o'clock in the morning to send to Wash- 
ington his daily report of local condi- 
tions for the preceding day, but for 


dustriously in preparing an especially 
fine brand of holiday weather, and was 
on hand yesterday morning at 4 o'clock. 

The local representative of “Old 
Probs.” said last night: 

“There were three distinct shocks, 
two faint and one severe and prolonged, 
and they began at 4:25 o'clock. The 
time from the beginning of the first un- 
til the end of the third was probably 
twenty seconds, although it seemed 
much longer. 

The motion seemed to pass from a lit- 
tle west of south to a trifle east of 
north, and seemed undulating in its 
progress, like the motion of a ship at 
sea. A subdued roar or crunching 
sound accompanied the shock.” 

The Weather Bureau is on the fourth 
floor of the Wilson Block, and the build- 
ing swayed for some time after the 
tremors occurred. In Mr. Franklin's 
office the locked doors of a. bookcase 
were burst open and atin box on top of 
a cabinet was moved several inches. 
Appleton’s Geography, edited by Profs. 


Hitchcock of Dartmouth, says in refer- 
ence to earthquakes: 

‘The most general explanation is to 
be found in the breaking of the earth’s 
crust under the same countraction that 
squeezes out lava from volcanoes, and 
folds the region of weakness into moun- 
tain ranges, and the shrinking of the 
‘rust on the cooling interior. The 
strata bend very gradually, and the 
-ock is put into a condition of strain un- 
til it suddenly yields with a violent con- 
cussion.” 

There is no seismograph in this part 
{ the State, and no accurate record of 
temblors is kept by “the local Weather 
Bureau. 

CENTERED AT SAN JACINTO. 


‘the power-houses has fallen in. 


The earthquake seemed to center at 
San Jacinto, and the business portion 


of that town, lining one side of a block 
with two-story brick buildings, is in 
ruins. The shock was felt at 4:29 o'clock 
a.m. It is generally conceded to have 
lasted nearly one minute. 

Every brick building on the main 
street is practically demolished. Roofs, 
fronts, backs and sides fell in, and the 
shock was violent. Everybody was ter- 
rified, and within -a‘few minutes a ma- 
jority of the population were on the 
Streets, hastily clad, and inquiring the 
extent of the disaster, the noise of fall- 
ing walls and roofs creating general 
alarm. In frame buildings not dam- 
aged by the shock, bureaus and wash- 
stands were toppled over, and the tem- 
blor awakened everybody. Vibrations 
seemed to be west to east. The busi- 
ness street is lined with bricks, and 
stores are totally or badly wrecked. 

No one was hurt. Some of the build- 
ings knocked down were occupied, and 
some escapes were almost miraculous. 
One woman rushed to a door to escape 
from a building. The key had fallen 
to the floor, and whil@# she was hunt- 
ing for it the walls in the hallway top- 
pled in. Had exit been effected it would 
have meant certain death. 

Electric wires are down, and one of 
The 
walls of the County Hospital, erected 
recently at a cost of $10,000, are badly 
damaged. The principal losses are es- 
timated as follows, but it is impossible 
to state how much the total amounts 
to in dollars and cents: 

Hards & Daggett, general merchan- 
dise, $1000, building, $1500; Dallis bulid- 


‘ng, $3000; Jones building, $500; Vawter 
building, $3000: McBeath Block "0@000 ; 


Daggett’s building, $3000; S. Pigous, 
$500; Indian Agency, $8000; McKin and 
Chambers’ drug store, $6000; S Kries 
building, $4000; bank building, $1000; J. 
W. Ryan building, $1000; Domingoni 
building, $3000; L. A. Wright’s drug store, 
$1000;. S. Mead’s building and goods, 
$1000; E. D. Mead, hardware, $1000; 
Durett's. building, $1500; Freeman's 
store, $2000; Col. Ritchey, $2000; Baker's 
store, $1000. The minor losses amount 
‘to considerable. 

At Hemet the hotel was damaged to 
the extent of $10,000; Bingham’s flour 
mill, $2000. The fire walls of Webber's 
brick store fell out, the plate-glass 
windows were smashed, and the entire 
stock of goods is on the floor in a eap. 
The chimneys of the hotel fell, any 
of them crashing through the _ roof. 
Oné fell upon the bed of Frank Robin- 
son, bruising him badly. The veran- 
das are all down, and the walls badly 
cracked. The rear wall of the John- 
son Block fell outward, and the whole 
building was badly demolished. The 
third story of the Hemet mills is down, 
and the second story walls fell in. 
Prugh’s grocery store fixtures were all 
shaken down, and he has his goods 
piled on the floor. The. new Whittier 
Block was but slightly damaged. The 
front of Parker’s store fell out, and 
the shelving was shaken down. There 
are but two chimneys left in town. 

The shock was severe at Corona, but 
no special damage is reported, aside 
from slight wall cracks. The Shock 
was also severe at Moreno, and brick 
buildings there were damaged. Fol- 
lowing the main shock were three 
minor ones. 

The gables of Highland Asylum were 
cracked and the chimneys shaken down, 

At the Saboba Indian Reservation 
six squaws were killed by falling walls, 
two fatally injured and many seriously 
hurt. They were mostly old and were 
present at a dance. They were horribly 
crushed by the adobe walls. 

The shock caused dry artesian wells 
to flow larger streams than ever be- 
fore. 

It is said that rumblings had been 
heard for several days about Tauqulitz 
Peak, in the San Jacinto range, sup- 
posed to be an extinct volcano. Be- 
tween San Jacinto and Hemet geysers 
of hot sulphur water appeared yester- 
day, and the fumes are.so strong that 
no one can get near the geysers. 

The streets of San Jacinto are being 
cleared of débris and merchants are 
moving their stocks into warehouses 
and frame structures. Preparations are 
already being made for the rebuilding 
of most of the ruined structures. 

EASY AT PASADENA. 

Clocks on the walls of Pasadena 
houses and stores’ stopped at 4:25 
o'clock yesterday morning, showing the 
time the earthquake came along. The 
shock was quite long, but not violent, 
and hardly any damage is reported. 
In the west wing of Hotel Green, the 
largest building in the city, a riveted 
steel structure, one closely-knit frame 
from one end to the other and from 
top to bottom, considerable creaking 
was heard, but not the least crack in 
the walis or ceilings is to be, seen. 
The plastering was not disturbed a 
hair’s breadth. A crack opened in the 
ceiling of Odd Fellows’ Hall, and a 
few minor happenings like that have 
been noted; but it was not much of a 
shake in this vicinity. 

COVINA RROKEN. 

At Covina the earthquake occurred at 
4:27 o’clock, but aside from the break- 
ing of some china -which was shaken 
from shelves, no damage is reported. 

POMONA’S EXPERIENCE. 

The shock awakened the people of 
Pomona at 4:25 o’clock a.m., and was 
of a number of seconds’ duration, the 
vibrations apparently being from east 
to west. The earthquake was the most 


severe experienced in that section in 
recent years, but the extent of the 
damage was the shaking down of plas- 
tering in many places. Books and other 
loose articles were tumbled from racks 
and shelves. | 

RIVERSIDE’S QUAKE. 

Some damage was done to walls, 
Windows, chimneys and crockery at 
Riverside, but it will not aggremate 
much. The shock is described as hav- 
ing been quite severe, and of several 
seconds duration, the vibrations being 
from east to west, and then apparently 
up and down. It occurred at 4:30 a.m., 
and created a stir among people in tall 
buildings, mariy of whom made their 
Way to the street in less than their 
accustomed time. 

LIGHT AT SAN BERNARDINO. 

It is reported from San Bernardino 
that the earthquake occurred there ai 
4:25 a.m., and was of about one min- 
ute duration, moving slowly from 
South to north. The sound of the 
earthquake was heard at least a half 
minute before the shock was felt. No 
damage was done in any part of the 
city. One cap stone on top of the High 
School building, about forty feet from 
the ground, which had been previously 
loosened, fell to the ground. The 
quake as a whole was not severe. 

DAMAGE AT REDLANDS. 

Rediands felt the shock at 4:25 
o'clock, and it was quite severe.. The 
rumbling noise usually accompanying 
temblors was less marked and of 
shorter duration, but the agitation it- 
self was of longer duration. The 
length of time is variously given at 
frdm eight to twelve seconds, and the 
vibration was from east to west, being 
decidedly marked. The damage done 
was but slight, considering the severity 
of the shake as determined by the sen- 
sation of the people. 
principally to the following buildings: 

At the residence of A. K. Smiley, in 
Cafion Crest Park, southwestern part 
of the city, two large chimneys were 
toppled over at the roof line, and the 
roof damaged by the falling bricks. 
The plastering was cracked some in 
Several of the rooms.. 

The greatest damage..to a public 
building was sustained by the new 
Columbia building. recently erected by 
K. C. Wells, president of the Union 
Bank. About midway from the front 
to the rear of the building the indi- 
vidual wall is joined to the party wall 
of that and the building next east. The 
walls are parted and spread about two 
and a half inches. The new Knighit« of 
Pythias Castle Hall is on the second 
floor of the building, and there the 
plastering was cracked all over the 
main hall, and several square yards o' 


plastering shaken. off the curved wall 


and ceiling on the north end. 

The big plate-glass windows in the 
store front ef Meserve’s clothing- 
house were shifted one-eighth to one- 
quarter inch. The plate-glass window 
in the front of the Great American. 
tea store was cracked from top to bot- 
tom, near the middle, and separated 
about one-eighth of an inch. Consid- 
erable chinaware was shaken from the 
shelves and smashed in falling. The 
arch-topped plate glass in the front 
of John W. Edwards's grocery, Fisher 


building, which had been cracked hori- 


zontally at the base of the arched por- 
tion, was shaken from the sash and 
fell, cutting a hole through the floor 
of the show window. 

One of the, service wires from the 
sub-station of the electric company 
was snapped, and the lights went out. 

The west wall of the carhouse of the 
Rediands Street Railway Company 
was cracked. 

“SEVERE AT SANTA ANA 


At Santa Ana the earthquake was the 
severest that has visited that section 
for many years. The vibrations lasted 
about thirty seconds, and were from 
west to east. The earth began to rock 
at 4:27 o'clock, and in a very-short time 
hundreds of people were out of their 
beds and on the streets. Clocks were 
stopped all over the city, pictures were 
shaken from the walls, and in several 
instances dishes were broken in cup- 
boards. Several brick buildings in the 
business portion of the city showed the 
effects yesterday in the shape of 
cracked walls. At the Rossmore and 
Richelieu hotels guests in the third 
story were almost rolled out of bed. A 
disagreeable desert wind prevailed 
throughout the valley, the past week, 
and atmospheric conditions became 
strained. 

EARLY AT ANAHEIM. 

The heaviest earthquake shock ever 

known at Anaheim occurred yesterday

ORANGE. 

Reports from Orange are to the effect 
that a severe shock was felt 
shortly after 4 o'clock a.m., which is 
considerably earlier than other points 
were shaken. The _ tempblor* lasted 
about twenty seconds there. No dam- 
age has been reported. 

SAN DIEGO'S SHOCK.

THREE SHOCKS AT NEEDLES 

At Needles three earthquake shocks 
passed, traveling northeasterly, be- 
tween 4:25 and 4:52 yesterday morning. 
Windows were rattled and buildings 
shaken, sleepers awakened and strang- 
ars but no damage is reported. 
it was the severest shock felt on the 
desert in a long time. 

REDONDO AWAKENED. 

The disturbance awakened many 
people at Redondo, but, so far as oui 
ported, did no damage. A few clocks 
were stopped. At least one of the res- 
idents of the cottages on the beach 
noted the action of the waves at that 
time. Feeling the shock he listened 
to the surf, thinking 
a big undulation on the oceans § ir 
face. Apparently the earthquake had 
not the slightest effect on the. sea. 
As far as the observer could deter- 
mine the waves rolled in exactly as 
if the earth had not trembled. 

SANTA MONICA UN DAMAGED. 

The shock aroused many from their 
early morning slumber at Santa Mon- 
ica, but caused only slight damage or 
none at all. re 
ticed in some of the. brick buildings 
after the earthquake provoked many 
amusing discussions, some people con- 
tendine that the seismic movements 
had caused them, and others arguing 
that they had existed for years. 

LONG BEACH FELT i 

Long Beach felt the shock at 4:20 
a.m.. and it was more or less “severe 
there. the vibrations lasting about fif- 
‘teen seconds. The shock was heavy 
enough to shake down pans and other 
loose articles In the stores and houses. 
It stopped the clocks in the Julian 
Hotel. 


FARM-HAND KILLS CARPENTER 
OVER POKER. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

CLINTON (IIll.,) Dec. 25.—At 3 o'clock 
today, at Weldon, ten miles southeast 
of here, Harry Summers, Jr., of Wel- 
don, a carpenter, and “Doc” Marcum, 
| farm-hand in Piatt county, engared 
in a-cquarrel in a poker-room. Marcum 
shot and killed Summers.

Colenso Foot Bridge Destroyed by 
British Naval Guns—Boers Pre- 
vented from Holding Any Position 
South of Tugela River—Bombard- 
ment of Ladysmith, 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, Dec. 26, 4:30 a.m.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] Up to this hour noth- 
ing has arrived from South Africa 
that would indicate any change in the 
‘ military situation thene. The War 
Office is issuing lists of further deaths 
and wounded, as well as accounts of 
sickness. The most serious report of 
the last class is that horse sickness 
has broken out in both Britih and 
Boer cdmps in Natal. Four hundred 
British cavalry horses, it is said, have 
already been shot, owing to the oc- 
currence of glanders. The disease is 
likely to spread with much greater 
rapidity among the British horses 
thang among the hardy Boer. ponies, 
* and this may mean a considerable pro- 
longation of the campaign. 

Advices from Chieveley, dated Thurs- 
day, Decembtr 19, says: 

“The British naval guns have de- 
gstroyed the Colenso foot bridge, thus 
preventing the Boers holding any posi- 
tion south of the Tugela River. The 
enemy are taking up fresh positions on 
the eastern side. nearer the’ British 
camp. The British position at Frere 
is being strengthened. The Tugela 
River is rising, and there is a pros- 
pect of heavy rains. 

“A two-hour bombardment of Lady- 
smith has been heard from here. 
cording to reliable native reports, the 
Boers had 200 ‘killed in the fight at 
Colenso.”’ 

The news that the Colenso foot 
bridge has been destroyed seems to 
show that Gen. Buller is more anxious 
to keep the enemy at bay than to at- 
tempt a further advance, _ 

Despite the severity of “the censor- 
ship, hints are being continually re- 
ceived of the serious spread of Dutch 
disaffection in both the Queenstown 
district of Cape Colony and Natal. A 
correspondent of the Daily Mail at 
Pietermaritzburg says: extent 
of Dutch disaffection should make the 
imperial authorities realize the magni- 
tude of the task before them.” 

There are unconfirmed reports from 
Cape Town that Gen. Sir Charles 
Watren. commanding the Fifth Di- 
wision, has returned there. 

Commandant Demeillon, who was 
taken prisoner at Elands Laagte and 
brought to Simonstown, where he was 
confined on the British cruiser Pene- 
lope, has succeeded in making his es- 
cape. 

The Times this morning makes the 
following announcement: ‘‘We are in- 
formed that the government has de- 
‘cided that it is not desirable to make 
further demands upon the European 
garrison in India, unless unforeseen 
difficulties arise.” 

An undated heliograph message from 
Ladysmith, by way of Pietermaritz- 
burg, represents the garrison as in no 
way daunted by Gen. Buller’s reverse 
at Colenso, and is confident of being 
able to hold out indefinitely. The mails 
are just arriving from Ladysmith. All 
the correspondents comment bitterly 
upon the superiority of the Boer artil- 
dery. 

The Times correspondent says: “It 
is impossible to evade the opinion that 
if British gunners were n the Boer po- 
sition, the loss of life and damage to 
property in Ladysmith would be ten 
times greater.” 

‘The holidays have brought no sur- 
cease of recruiting activity. Lord Al- 
wyn Frederick Compton, Unionist 
member of Parliament for the Biggles- 
wade. division of Bedfordshire, will 
raise a corps of mounted men. Lord 
Salisbury’s privade secretary, Schom- 
burg McDonnell,’ who is a volunteer 
officer, has volunteered for service.

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‘SHIPS MUST BE UNMOLESTED. 


REPORTED BRITISH SEIZURES TO 
BE INVESTIGATED. 


English Thought the Cargoes Were 
Destined for the Boer Army—Ship- 
pers Contend the Purchasers Were 
in Portuguese Territory—American 
Doctrine and Precedents“ Cited. 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says 
that Secretary of State Hay will have 
a thorough investigation made of the 
reported seizure by British cruisers of 
several cargoes of American flour off 
Delagoa Bay, South Africa.  Instruc- 
tions have been sent to the American 
Consul at Lorenzo Marquez, Portu- 


make a thorough inquiry and to do 
everything in his power to prevent il- 
legal interference with American 
commerce by either belligerent. 

Ambassador Choate has also been 
instructed to make inquiries in Lon- 
don and to make such representations 
to the British Foreign Office as’ the 
facts in the case may justify. 

What action will be finally taken by 
the government will depend on what 
is revealed by the inquiries. The 
reports that reach Washington are 
unofficial and very meager. They in- 
dicate that the British Foreign Of- 
fice acted on the theory that the flour 
was destined for the Boer army, but 
they do not indicate what evidence 
the British naval commanders had to 
justify them in reaching that conclu- 
sion. It is contended by the legal rep- 
resentative of the American shippers 
that the flour was shipped to bona fide 
purchasers in Portuguese territory, 
and that the shippers had no knowl- 
edge of any ulterior destination, 

If it can be shown that the flour 
was shipped from the United States 
for the express purpose of being for- 
warded from Delagoa Bay into the 
Transvaal it will be held by the Brit- 
ish government that the shipment 


was technically under international 
law a continuous voyage, and that 
that flour was as clearly liable to 


seizure as if it had been in transit to 
the Transvaal. 

This doctrine of continuous’ voy- 
age was adhered to very strongly by 
the United States during the civil 
war. 
it was that of the British ship Spring- 
bok, which sailed from a British port 
for Nassau, a British port, with 
goods intended to be reshipped from 
that port in another vessel and car- 
ried into the Confederacy. The 
Springbok was captured before reach- 
ing Nassau and was taken to New 
York where she was adjudged‘a law- 
ful prize and her cargo was con- 
demned.

A SHORT-LIVED REVOLT. 
ISLAND OF NEGROS AFFAIRS. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 
BACOLOD, (Island of Negros, P. L.,) 
Nov. 7.—Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Press. Wired from Chicago, 
Dec. 25.] Since last July there have 
been revolutionistg on Negros, Tagalog 
leaders and soldférs from Panay and 
Luzon having come over to stir up 
revolt and discontent. They landed 
on the northern coast of the island 
and effected a junction with the ban- 
dits of that. locality, Known as the 
Tulisanes. Tulisanes are marauders 
pure and simple. . They operate in 
the north as do Papa Issois people in 
the south, and they have’ their own 
leaders. Their name is the vernacu- 

lar for bandits. 
The revolutionists made an alliance 
with the Tulisanes and the work be- 


gan. But they counted- without the 
Sixth United States Infantry, which 
met them in the mountains, killing 


and scattering them until the revolu- 
tionary leaders sent in to get Gen. 
Smith to ask permission humbly to 
return to Panay. Gen. Smith refused, 
declaring he would do all in his 
power to prevent their leaving Negros; 
that as he considered them nothing 
more than murderers and robbers and 
would punish severely all whom he 
caught. Several 
and many soldiers were killed in 
battle, until finally the last of them, 
about forty in number, managed to 
escape to Panay—and this was the 
end of the revolutionary movement in 
Negros. 

On October elections for a presi- 
dent of the island, for councilmen, and 
for a supreme court were held and 
the successful candidates were inau- 
gurated yesterday. The suffrage was 
determined by ability to read and 
write Spanish or Visayan, or the 
possession of $500 (Mexican) worth of 
property or the payment of rent upon 
$1000 worth of property. There were 
in all some forty candidates in the 
field, and over five thousand votes 
were cast. Celiscio Severino was 
elected president of the island by a 
majority of thirty. When the new 
government was inaugurated, Novem- 
ber 6, it took over all the functions 
of the provisional civil government, 
operative until that time and began its 
career with three-days’ feast in 
Bacolod. Today this village is cov- 
ered with home-made American flags.

HELPING 


THE STRICKEN ISLAND. 


Statement of the War Department 
Shows an Immense Amount of 
Money Contributed and Food 
Disbursed to Destitute. 


Effects of the Disastrous Hurricane 
Still Felt, Although the Greatest 
Distress Prevails in Remote 
Mountain Districts.

Pestilence Follows Flood and Famine 
in Some Parts—Two Thousand . 
Tons of Food Still Needed. 
Planters Working Land.. 


fA. P. NIGHT REPORT] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—The War 
Department made public today a state- 
ment. showing the progress made in 
relief work in the island of Puerto 
Rico between September 25 and No- 
vember 30, 1899. The populaticn of the 
island is estimated at 918,926. The av- 
erage daily indigent was °221.087 pér- 
sons, average weekly sick, 17,372, and 
the average weekly deaths, 632 per- 
sons. The annual death rate was 35 
per 1000. inhabitants, while the norni&l 
rate was 26 to 1000 inhabitants. The. 
increased mortality was -confined to 
the mountain districts, where, in some 
localities, the death rate increased 309 
per cent. The amount of cash re- 
ceived for the relief of the suffering 
people of the island up to November 
30, was $15,224. The amount of money 
disbursed up to the date mentioned 
was -$7457. 

Up to November 30 the total amount 
of food received. to relieve the suffer- 
ers was (17,162,738 pounds. Of this 
amount 16,548;316 pounds had been is- 
sued up to November 30. The amount 
of unissued food on hand at San Juan 
November 30 was 614,272 pounds. 

It was some weeks after the hurri- 
cane before the mental and physical 
energies of the stricken people began 
to rally from the shock of the disaster. 
They were without ready money, and 
were brought: face to face with star- 
vation. While the damage inflicted 
upon the people along the coast of the 
island was very great, it was, in part, 
offset by the improvement in the su- 
garcane crop, which improvement was 
the result of the overflow of water on 
the cane land’ The crop enabled the 
planters to borrow money with which 
to employ the necessary labor to care 
for and harvest the crop. The cities! 
along the coast were also able to come 
to the rescue by the employment of 
labor to repair the damage inflicted. by. 

In consequence of these facts, sup- 
plies have gradually been suspended in 
the lowlands, except in limited quanti- 
ties to the chronic poor. The coffees 


plantations are located in the uplands. 


Here the high winds swept everything 
in their course, leaving little or noth- 


ing for the thousands of hungry, ‘home- 


less, clothesless human  beings—but 
their lives, and what could be given 
them to prevent ‘starvation. The 
prompt action of the Americans, and 
the people of the island was all that 
prevented a terrible catastrophe. The 
poor were fed and their- lives were 
preserved, although a large part of the 
island is no longer in danger, the num- 
ber of indigent remains large. It is 
believed that until February next the 
demand for assistance is likely to in- 
crease in the mountain districts, as the 
plantains and bananas will not be ripe 
for two months to come. 

The greatést distress prevails in a 
locality where the greatest difficulty 
is found in getting food to the starv- 
ing. The worst area contains a popu- 
and not a 
wagon road is to be found in any di- 
rection over which food can be trans- 
ported. All food is carried on the 
backs of horses. Of this population 
200,000 people must be fed, or they will 
starve. If not fed at home, they will 
migrate to the cities, leaving the weak 
to die. Their work will be left undone 
and their future will be hopeless. 

Pestilence, which frequently follows 
flood.and famine has appeared among 
the unfortunate inhabitants in the 
mountain districts, and a number of 
people have perished. It is feared that 


the epidemic will spread to the coaS8ts, 


and there will be a movement from the 
mountains in that direction. A move 
of this kind has already, been antici- 
pated, and is being strictly controlled. 
But the relief must be continued freely 
in the mountain districts for all of De- 
cember, and during the greater part of 
January. 

It is estimated that not less than 2000 
additional tons of food will be re- 
quired. Four-sevenths should be beans 
and the remainder of the amount re- 
quired should be either codfish or 
bacon. With the food already issued 
and now on hand, and with the 2000 
tons required in addition to that al- 
ready issued, the total issue will be 
°0.162,786 pounds. 

In dealing with the indigent, able- 
bodied men have been required to work 
for the food they received, and a great 
deal of public work has been done in 
the way of cleaning towns, repairing 
roads, ete. A plan has been devised 
between the board of charities and the 
needy planters and their servants by 
which the board furnishes food to the 
planters for the number of servants in 
their-families. In return for this aid 
the planters sign an agreement to fur- 
nish a small parcel of land and a 
house to each family, which land they 
are to see prepared and seeded with 
food plants. The planters are also to 
see that the laborers and their families 
are supplied with the food issued, and 
that the laborer performs a full day’s 
work in return. The planters further 
agree to furnish transportation of the 
food. |

ton Cemetery next Thursday. 

The Texas left Havana last Thurs- 
day. She encountered a gale off Hat- 
teras, but had good weather until she 
reached that point. She anchored in 
Lynn Haven Bay last night, anfl came 
up to Old Point this afternoon. After 
the quarantine regulations had been 
complied with she came to this city. 
Chaplain Chadwick, who was chaplain 
of the Maine, is in charge of the Maine’s 
dead heroes, and will accompany them 
to Washington.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—Christmas 
day was’ unusually quiet at the na- 
@ion’s capital. All the departments 
are closed, and practically all mem- 
bers of both branches of Congress 
were out of the city. Services were 
held in many churches, and as the 
dinner hour approscned the streets 
were deserted. 

At the White House a quiet day was 
spent. About 10 o’clock the Presi- 
dent took a walk alone through the 
grounds and then joined Mrs. McKin- 
ley in the family living-room. 

Neither 
attended church, and at the usual 
hour they dined alone. : 


AT THE GREAT METROPOLIS. 


FEASTING FOR EVERYBODY. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—Church bells 
and music, feasting, matinees and 
happiness generally were the features 
of today’s celebration. No_ one had 
to go without a Christmas dinner in 
this city. The greatest exemplifica- 
tion of this was seen at the Madison 


_Square Garden, where the Salvation 


Army fed thousands by the distribu- 
tion of 3200 baskets, with food enough 
for five persons in each basket. Six 
thousand more dinners were served 
on the main floor at 6 o’clock this 
evening. From 11 to 2 o’clock this 
afternoon the _ distribution of the 
baskets progressed, and the thousands 
of spectators in the gallery were much 
edified by the spectacle. 

A music and cinematograph enter- 
tainment waS given every hour from 
11 o’clock,-and did not conclude until 
10 o’clock tonight. 

The early morning scenes at the 
garden were as unusual as they were 
interesting. Never before has been 
charity dispensed on so large a scale, 
and the Salvation Army people have 
been working like beavers for a month 


to make this prodigious dispensation | 


a success. Although provision was 
made for feeding 20,000 persons, at 
least half again that number appeared 
and the army officers, by dint of 
strenuous efforts, met the  require- 
ments. In all the public institutions 
the inmates were generously provided 
with Christmas cheer by the authori- 
ties. The newsboys came in _ for 
their share of good things at various 
places. 

Every Sunday /achoet in the city has 
seen its Christmas tree, or will hold 
its festival tonight or some time this 
week. All public schools are holding 
exercises today. Owing to Christmas 
having fallen on Monday, an oppor- 
tunity was afforded people to leave 
and many took advantage of 
the occasion. It 
railroads that the out-of-town travel 
Saturday was unprecedented, and the 
incoming traffic of country visitors 
seems to have been as great.

. ALL CLASSES DINED FREE. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—The Salva- 
tion Army furnished Christmas din- 
ners to almost 25,000 persons today. 
They made the great Madison Square 
Garden their headquarters for the day, 
and from there during the morning 
they gave away over 3000 large baskets 
of food, each containing enough for 
a family of five persons. In the even- 
ing they took care of over 5000 people 
of the poor class, and feasted them to 
an excellent turkey dinner, and pro- 
vided entertainment for them while 
they ate. 

It was announced that the dinner, 
would be given at 6 o’clock in the 
evening, and long before noon hun- 
dreds of men, women and children of 
all ages and conditions, appeared be- 
fore the great doors. At 2 o’clock the 
doors were thrown open, so that the 
poor people would not be compelled 
to wait outside in the cold. They 
flocked into the great building and 
were seated in the galleries. 

Commander Booth-Tucker formally 
opened the dinner when he arose, and 
asked the gathering to sing the 
“Doxology.” It was a sight to arouse 
sympathy. On the floor were the 
young and the old, wko’ were honest 
and respectable, but poor; beside them 
were criminals and ex-convicts, black 
and white, healthy and diseased. Com- 
mander Booth-Tucker read a telegram 
from Gov. Roosevelt, saying: 

“Hearty thanks, warm Christmas 
greeting and good wishes to all.” . 

Tt was in reply to one wishing the 
Governor and his family the season’s 
greeting, and it was enthusiastically 
cheered by the thousands in the gar- 
den. 

The scene when the people were 
‘seated at the tables was one of anima- 
tion. Stretched from end to end of 
the great building were the tables cov- 
ered with clean white paper, with a 
chair for each diner. To each person 
was supplied turkey or meat, steaming 
vegetables, hot coffee and plum pud- 
ding, and it was demonstrated that 
‘there were many people to whom a 
well-cooked and bounteous Christmas 


The Wants of the people were at- 
tended to by over 200 officers of the 
Salvation Army. who hastened to and 


fro serving deftly and quickly. Over 


them myriads of electric lights shone, 
while the army's band kept the crowds 
in good humor throughout the evening.

Child Taken from a Coffee Planta- 
tion in Guatemala by a Stranded 
Variety Actress, Who Had Hired 
Out as a Governess—Father Arrives 
at Chicago Just Too Late.

CHICAGO, Dec. 25.—The Record 
says Chandler T. Harris had hoped 
Christmas morning would see him re- 
united with his 9-year-old daughter, 
Heloise, who was kidneped from his 
home in Guatemala two years ago. 
He expected to find Heloise in Chi- 
cago last night—he had information 
from detectives who have worked on 
the case since her disappearance that 
she had been in Chicago recently—but 
a visit last night to the place where 
she was supposed to have =. been 
brought out the fact that the child’s 
abductor, who is believed to be a va- 
riety actress, and former governess at 
the Harris home, had left the city. 

Harris arrived in Chicago last night, 
coming at the telegraphic request cor- 
respondence of his New York attor- 
neys. At the Chicago-avenue police 
station, Harris's representative told 
Lieut. Cudmore the story of theft of 
the child. Harris is a coffee planter, 
whose plantation is near the City of 
Guatemala. He went there six years 
ago from New York City. Two years 
ago a woman applied at the Harris 
home for a position as governess. She 
said she was an actress, and - was 
stranded there. Being an American. 
in a strange country, Mrs. Harris took 
compassion on her and gave ner em- 
ployment. 

Several weeks later the governess 
and Heloise disappeared. On their 
disappearance it was learned that the 
governess and child made their way 
to Libertad, Salvador, where they took 
passage on a sailing vessel for New 
York, the woman hiring out as cook.: 
The passage around Cape Horn was 
stormy and fraught with many excit- 
ing adventures.

TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION “RATS”

Secretary Bramwood Says 
Strike at Pittsburgh Will Be 


Fought to a Finish—Stereotypers 
also Under the Ban for Refusing 
to Go Out—Want No Students. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 25.—President | — 


S. B. Donnelly and Secretary Bram- 
wood of the International Typographi- 
cal Union, today returned from a 
meeting of the executive council of 
the union in Pittsburgh. 

“We found that the Pittsburgh pub- 
lishers refused to meet with’ us, or 
in any way recognize our council,” said 
President Donnelly. ‘“‘We have, as a 
result, ‘ratted’ the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists, and will have 
nothing more to do with them, either 
through arbitration or in any other 
fashion. The fight in Pittsburgh will 
council 
members left there, and placed First 
Vice-President J. M. Lynch in charge 
of the strike. He will fight it out.” 

Secretary Bramwood, in speaking of 
the resolutions passed by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor at Detroit, 
in providing for a committee of nine 
tc investigate and report on the dif- 
ferences between the typographical 
union and the machinists, said: 

“The first resolution offered  pro- 
vided for a transfer from the. typo- 
graphical union of all machine-tenders 
who are members also of the type- 
setters’ and machine engineers’ union, 
to the latter organization. 

“This was defective, and the resolu- 
tion providing for the committee sub- 
stituted. The typographical executive 
council cannot appoint such a com- 
mittee without’ a vote. This would 
take four months. 

“The committee will not be ap- 
pointed at all—at least, I think this 
way. The stereotypers in Pittsburgh 
were called out, but would not strike.

The 
other details of the story also were 
told him. He went at once to the 
homéstead. Mrs. Crocker opened the 
door, recognized Bailey and § fainted. 
Bailey told her he was in the hospital 
at Fort Lancaster for nearly nine 
months, suffering from an arrow 
wounds in the lungs and stomach, and 
when he was able to travel, he started 
home, but when at San Antnoio he 
met Joseph Wilson, also from Rock 
Stream, who told him Mrs. Bailey and 
one child had died six months before, 
and that the other child had _ been 
adoptgd by the grandparents. Bailey 
then began ranching near Santa 
Catarina Mountains, in Arizona. He 
married again in 1874. Two sons were 
the resutl of the union.

After Bailey and Mrs. Crocker had 
told stories, Bailey insisted that they 
be married again, and wired his Ari- 
zona children to come East at once 
with their families.

The allerwed sz aron Wolfsohn 
now in Chicago does not act like a 
man whose only purpose is to estab- 
lish his identity and ‘tntungle a web 
i camplicated circumstances. He docs 
not appear in public and call upon all 
who have known him to witness that 
he is alive. He keeps under cover, and 
makes no public explanation of his pe- 
culiar disappearance. The persons 
who vouch for him are two men 
closely related to him, and an attor- 
ney of the company that insured him, 
and that attorney’s view of the case 
is contrary to the opinions expressed 
by other agents°and attorneys of the 
Same company. 

In response to question _ tele- 
graphed by The Times, Edward 
O’Bryan sends a dispatch, dated De- 
cember 25, saying: “The telegram is 
genuine. Wolfsohn is alive,’’ O’Bryan 
is the insurance company’s attorney. 
and the telegram he refers to is the 
one purporting to have been sent by 
Aaron Wolfsohn to Public Adminis- 
trator Kellogg, which was printed ex- 
clusively in The Times yesterday. 

The special correspondent of The 
Times in Chicago sent last night the 
following exclusive dispatch, giving 
the result of his investigations: 

“CHICAGO, Dec. 25.—Aaron Wolfsohn 
is again alleged to be the guest of his 
uncle, S. Blumenthal, at 14° Fowler 
street, Chicago. He is said to have 
come here Satuiday to see Attorney 
Edward O'Bryan of the New York 
Life regarding restoration to the 
company of the $10,000 life insurance 
paid to the Los Angeles County Pub- 
lic Administrator for the heirs of the 
supposititious Wolfsohn. Following the 
conference, Wolfsohn wrote out. the 
following telegram, addressed to the 
Public Administrator of Los “Angeles 
county: ‘Iam alive and here in 
Chicago. I order you to release money 
paid you by New York Life Insurance 
Company, immediately. I sign this 
telegram in presence of three wit- 
nesses, my brother-in-law, my uncie, 
and company’s attorney, Ed O’Bryan.’ 

“Wolfsohn’s assertion that he is alive 
only deepens the mystery -regarding 
the identity and manner of death of 
the unidentified man. = —=+ 

“Inquiries for Wolfsohn at his uncle’s 
house tonight threw the family in 
commotion. One said he had steppéd 
cut for a few moments; another said 
that he would not return until late, 
while Mrs. Blunmenthal became hys- 
terical in trying to explain that Wolf- 
sohn would say nothing for publica- 
tion. The only information obtained 
was that when the body was found in 
Los Angeles, Wolfsohn was in Eng- 
Jand. During the conversation a man 
who ‘strikingly resembled Wolfsohn, 
as shown in his photograph, withdrew 
to the darkness of the rear parlor, 
and, owing to the excited condition 
of the Blumenthal household, it was 
impossible to hold any comm on 
with the man. The remark ce- 
ness between Wolfsohn and e.un- 
known is shown by "photographs ex- 
hibited by Mr. O’Bryan today. Both 
are mén of about 30 years of age, 
with peculiarly shaped mouths, pointed 
chins, prominent noses and dark hair. 
In the corpse, however, the cheeks are 
slightly more _ hollow, and the hair 
darker than Wolfsohn’s, whose locks 
are tawny. By clipping the mus- 
tache tins of the dead man, someone 
had made his facial appearance al- 
most identical with that of the real 
policy-holder. Mr. O’Bryan said to- 
night that. the production of Wolf- 
sohn followed upon a visit he made 
a few days ago to the St. Louis at- 
torneys of Wolfsohn’s heirs. Where 
Wolfsohn came from he did not re- 
late, nor did he give any information 
as to where Wolfsohn has been dur- 
ing the past four weeks. Nor could 
this be established at the Blumenthal 
house. According .to Mr. O’Bryan, 
Wolfsohn is traveling for a London 
firm on a route that takes him_ to 
every continent. He will go to New 
Orleans tomorrow, thence to South 
America. ‘I can shed no light on the 
identity of the body buried as Wolf- 
sohn’s,’ said Mr. O'Bryan. ‘Mrs. 
O'Neil, swore she had known de- 
cedent since childhood, but whose ac-

which re gave tO, quaintance with Wolfsohn had begun 


tly, may be able to explain. 
her $15,000 to $26,000. I am informed 
from Los Angeles that she has put in 
a claim for part of the $10,000. I can 
imagine no basis for her demand

SOME INCONSISTENCIES. 

The scene in the Blumenthal house, 
as described by the Chicago corres- 
pondent, has a queer look. If the 
man in hiding there is genuine, there 
is no good reason why he should con- 
ceal his features and remain in dark- 
ness. If he is an imposter who re- 
sembles Wolfsohn, he may fear recog- 
nition. If the Blumenthals are not 
engaged in some conspiracy of decep- 


tion, their cqnsternation is inexplica- 
asain, fe man anxious to dispel 


ble. 

an erroneogs belief that he is dead 
would not be in such frantic haste to 
go to South America, but would go 
ourt or before some competent 
public officer and establish his iden- 
tity, and he would not rely upon af- 
fidavits and telegrams to relieve him- 
self of suspicion of being engaged in 
an insurance swindle.

Wolfsohn and not questioned, are not 
at all similar in handwriting to the 
affidavits and other matter written by 
the man now in Chicago.

DESTRUCTIVE INSECTS. 


INFORMATION GATHERED ABOUT 
LOCUSTS AND WHITE ANTS. 
‘SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, ‘Dec. 19.+E. P. 
Stebbing collected great 
deal of information on _ locusts 


‘and white ants, or: termites, which. 


are among the most. destructive 
pests of the insect kingdom. The locust 
invades the fertile plains of India, from 
its.home in the sandy deserts of Rajpu- 
tana Sind, and the Punjab, and,in the 
line it takes, not a green leaf or shoot 
is found in either the forest or the 
field. Mr. Stebbing points out that the 
reclamation of arid sandy areas by 
means of plantations would tend to 
check the multiplication of this scourge, 
which has a strong antipathy to for- 
ests and moisture. 

The white ant plays havoc with the 
furniture of any house into which it 
has secured entrance, frequently eat- 
ing out the inner part of the legs of 
chairs and tables and ,éven of pianos, 
and leaving the outer, or varnished 
coating, which collapses utterly at the 
slightest touch. It is said that a 
government official@in India, who was 
having his piano sent from one part 
of the coast to his new residence, dis- 
covered, after the instrument had been 
two months on the way on a sailing 
boat, and subsequently detained on a 
wharf, that nearly the whole of the 
action of the piano had become a mere 
shell, and the piano was irretrievably 
ruined. This mischievous insect ren- 
ders service to man in the forest by 
rapidly converting fallen branches, 
dead trees and decaying wood of all 
kinds into mud, each particle of wood 
being replaced by earth. Where ter- 
mites are numerous, they feed only on 
the outer dead portions of the bark, and 
do.no damage to healthy trees. The 
instinct of these insects “in finding out 
a decayed branch is marvelous. Mr. 
Stebbing says that should a tree have 


a dead branch on its bark, no- matter 


at what elevation, an earthen column 
is run up by the white ants and the 
branch is attacked; the decaying wood 
being replaced by soil, the weight of 
which soon drags it to the ground.

Ingeniously Devised Lenses. 


Many people whose eyesight, from one 
reason or another, has been impaired 


or permanently weakened, have to use 


two kinds of eyeglasses, one pair. for 
seeing objects at a distance and an- 
other pair for reading. A single glass 


which has two sets of lenses is. 
often used to avoid the trouble 
of carrying the two sets of 
eyeglasses, but the substitute is 


usually rather heavy, and more or 
less unsightly. A remarkable advance 
has been made in this branch of op- 
thalmology by the invention of a form 
of bifocals, in which the reading part 
is formed of a circular lens fifteen mil- 
limetres in diameter, made of flint glass 
and sunk into the distant lens, which is 
made of crown glass. The increased 
refraction of the small lens depends 
upon the higher index of the flint glass 
and its exposed surface is ground to 
the same curve as that of the larger 
lens. A still further improvement has 
just been made in the construction of 
these glasses by burying the reading 
lens in the interior of the distant lens, 
so that it is practically invisible. The 
large glass is split into halves, which 
are cemented together after the small 
one has been inserted between them. 
When finished, the glasses afford no 
clue to their method of construction, 
which is a veritable puzzle to the un- 


initiated. 


Luminous Palace at Paris. 

One of the chief popuiar attractions 
at the Paris Exposition next year will 
be the luminous palace, which will be 
made attractive both by day and by 
night, although its night illuminations 
will be its chief glory. Large masses 


let into the walls of the building. It 
is of a green color, the shade varying 
according to the thickness of the glass. 
The main entrance to the building is 
reached by two flights of wide winding 
stairs, made entirely of glass, cut into 
slabs of the proper length and thick- 
ness, and of the same color as that used 
in the walls. The interior of the build- 
ing will be brilliantly lighted at night 
by electric light, which, shining through 
the transparent walls, will present a 
beautiful and  fairy-like scene, as 
viewed from outside. The irregularity 
in shape and thickness of the glass will 
have the effect of breaking the light 
into rays of different intensities and 
shades of color, which will produce a 
unique effect. The stairway will glow 
with a soft, diffused light, the glass 
used in their construction having a fiat, 
ground surface. The luminous palace 
is to be in the Champs de Mars, near 
the Hiffel Tower.

| WHO THE DEAD WERE. 

| The woman who was killed, has been 
positively identified as Mrs. Rose Con- 
nor, widow of the late Dr. Connor, 
| Mrs. Connor came here from Indiana 
'less than a year ago with her little 
| son, and has been boarding with Mrs. 
| A. Libby on Holt avenue. She was 
‘returning from a trip to Santa Bar- 
bara, having left her boy with his 
grandparents here. 

Milton Monroe, the brakeman who 
was among the first to be carried to 
the Fire Hall after the wreck, died 
| there at 3 o'clock ‘this morning, with- 
out having regained consciousness. He 
| Was a substitute brakeman, and was 
‘the fifth substitute called upon to 
make the,.triv from Los Angeles last 
night. Monroe lived in Los Angeles, 
and left a wife and baby, to make 
the trip from which he was never to 
return alive. His body and that of 
Mrs. Connor have been taken to Kir- 
by’s undertaking rooms. 

George Shanklin of Ballard, Santa 
Barbara county, was another victim 
of the wreck. He was taken out of 
the forward coach unconscious, and 
was removed to Fire Hall. He died 
at 2 o'clock this morning without hav- 
ing been identified. His body was re- 
moved to Kirby’s undertaking estab- 
lishment, and it was not until noon 
today that some one from Santa Bar- 
bara identified the remains. The de- 
ceased was a son of the janitor of the 
Santa Barbara Courthouse. His body 
will be sent to his late home. tomor- 
row.

He was sitting in the smoker 
with P. Tarvide, one of the fatally in- 
jured. Stolz’s wife and child were in 
the passenger coach but were unin-

Roy and Robert Staples, sons of 
Mrs. H. Berjiman, who keeps a ho- 
tel at Chino, were in the smoking car 
in the seat in front. of »Tarride and 
Stolz. Their legs were caught be- 
tween the seats, as in a vise, and.were 
terribly bruised. Their injuries are 
not serious but are very painful. 

William Scott, colored, of San Ber- 
nardino, who was taken out of the 
wreck unconscious, received a severe 
eut over the right eye by falling 
against a seat.

With the 
exception of Alexander Hamiltoh, no 
one of our foreign-born citizens has 


rendered greatfér service to the republic 
or done more to promote its honor and 


glory than Albert Gallatin. His is a 
name that Americans of all parties 
and classes would do well to honor. 
BIRTH AND EARLY LIFE. 
Gallatin was born in Geneva, Swit- 
zerland, January 29, 1761. He died in 
Astoria, L. I., August 12, 184), in his 
eighty-eighth year. During this long 
life he was for more than forty years— 
| from 1789 to 1829—almost continuously 


Upon the subject of the cause of the | 


Wreck alone there. displayed a 
spirit of reticence. In a general way 
the accident was attributed to the 
breaking of a drivewheel of the locomo- 
tive. Some of the péssengers on the il]- 
fated train are inclined to doubt this 
theory. Drivewheels are not in the 
habit of collapsing. Failure of air- 
brakes to respond to the engineer's 
touch is more often the cause of disas- 
ter, and many persons who discussed 
the subject yesterday expressed the 
opinion that lack of control of the 
brakes at a critical time was in all prob- 
ability responsible for the disaster. 
The observation of certain citizens of 
Pomona that the train appeared to be 
running wild as it came 
into town, seems to 
theory.

In 1794 he used his tact and ability 
and his great influence with the neo- 
ple of Western Pennsvivania to allav 
the whisky insurrection. He was in 
sympathy with his Seotch-Iriesh con- 
stituents as remonstrants and protest- 
ants against the excise and the jnter- 
ference of government. but he would 
not lead them nor follow them as {[n- 
surrectionists.

Gallatin took his seat in Congrece in 
December, 1795, and thus began his 
national career. He became a foj- 
lower of Madison, the floor leader of 
the Republican opposition. He was a 
keen and competent critic of Hamil- 
ton’s financial policy. He believed in 
asserting and maintaining the 
and prerogative of the House. as the 
dominant popular branch of the egenv- 
ernment, and it was at his suggestion 
that the Committee of Ways and 
Means was first made a separate com- 
mittee in that body. 

That which most distinguishes (Gal- 
latin’s career In the House was his 
record upon Jay’s treaty... He was the 
leader of the opposition to that treaty.

NOT WHOLLY UNEXPECTED. 

That the British would lose some of 
the early battles in the war in South 
Africa was expected, even by the Brit- 
ish themselves. ._It was not anticipated, 
however, that the losses would be so 
serious as they have been; or, at least, 
it was hoped they would not be. ' At 
the time the . Boers declared war 


_against Great Britain the forces which 


they had mobilized and ready for ac- 
tion greatly outnumbered the English, 
and they had the further advantage of 
the best strategic positions for both 
offensive and defensive operations. The 
courage and fighting ability of the 


Boers have never been questioned. It. 


would have been very strange, there- 
fore, if the latter had not gained some 
advantages in the beginning of the 
war; especially in view of the fact that 
they are fighting in a country with 
—which*they are thoroughly familiar, 
and to which they are acclimated. — 

But it will not do to jump to the con- 
clusion that, because the English. have 
been defeated once or twice in the initial 
conflicts of this war they will continue 
to be defeated, or that they will lose 
the war in the end. The tremendous 
awakening of the English nation since 
the latest reverse which its troops have 
suffered in the field has demonstrated 
that the empire, so far from _ being 
decadent, as some uncharitable critics 
would have us believe, is pulsating with 
patriotism, and that neither men, 
money, nor determination will be lack- 
‘ing to push the war as speedily as pos- 
sible to a successful conclusion. There 
will doubtless be other losses of bat- 
tles before the war is ended; but in- 
stead of resulting in the abandonment 
of the campaign, they will serve, 
rather, to increase the determination of 
the British nation to succeed in the 
difficult enterprise upon which it has 
entered. 

John Bull’s blood is up. He has made 
a grim resolve to win this conflict, and 
he will win it in the end, in spite of all 
obstacles. The United States would do 
the same under like circumstances, 
though we might not have entered upon 


the war in the first place. Still, the 
virtual declaration of war by the 
Transvaal government, and the _ in- 


solent terms in which that declaration 
was couched, really left Great Britain 
no alternative but to accept the gage 
of battle thus peremptorily thrown 
down by the Dutchmen: In any event, 
it is rather late to discuss the ethical 
side of the question. It is a condition, 
not a theory, that has now to be met; 
and the condition is about as_ serious 
as it could well be, on both sides. 

Some of the critics of the English 
campaign are going beyond all reason 
in asserting that the British soldiers 
are unfitted, by half a century of con- 
flict with inferior races, to fight white 
men. While it is true that Great Britain 
has not been obliged to cope with any 
of the great civilized nations for a long 
period of years, she has by no means 
been neglectful of the art of war, nor 
has she neglected to keep herself 
abreast of modern progress in the pro- 
duction of improved implements of 
destruction. The reverses in Seuth 
Africa are. probably due, in part, to in- 
competency on the part of some of the 
commanding officers, as well as to the 
causes heretofore referred to. But there 
is no present warrant for the “opinion 
that the incompetency is general, rather 
than individual. 


When the resources of the British 


empire shall have been brought fully | 


into play in this war, as they will be 
in the near future,.an opportunity will 
be afiorded for more intelligeut and 
comprehensive comment on the conduct 
of the war and the situation in gen- 


era’. In the mean time, as The Times 
has before remarked, in substance 


those who imagine that because the 
Dutch have been successful in two o- 
three battles they will continu? if that 
line of business indefinitely, will have

UBOIS ON THE “PANIC.” 

In an article printed yesterday 
morning, The Times predicted that the 
free-silver cohorts -would seize upon 
the temporary stringency in the New 
York money market as a terrible ex- 
' ample cf the cvil results of the golc 
standard, and an illustration of the de- 
sirability of adopting a free-coinage 
policy. As a matter of fact, the little 
flurry in New York recently had about 
as much to do with the’ free-coinage 
quesiion as had the temblor which 
visited this section early yesterday 
morning. But matters of fact never 
| trouble the free silverite theorist. 
is after theories, not facts; and such 
facts as do not jibe with his theories— 
as is the case with facts of nearly all 
kinds—are promptly cast aside by him 
as imsignificant and valueless. But 
let that pass. 

To Senator Dubois of Idaho probably 
|_belongs the honor, such as it is, of be- 
ing the first free silverite in Congress 
‘to call attention to the underlying cause 
of the New York “panic,” as seen by 
the silverite statesmen. “It may be 
interesting to observe,” said Senator 
Dubois to a New York reporter, “that 
the panic in New York was simul- 
taneous with the passage of the House 
gold-standard bill. Now, if a panic 
had followed the passage of a silver 
free-coinage bill, the wise men and 
the press of the land would have §at- 
tributed it to the passage of the bill.” 
Very likely. And in all probability the 
wise men and the press of the. land 
would have been right in so doing. For 
there is not a doubt that the passage 
of a_ silver .free-coinage bill would 
cause a panic of large dimensions, and 
there would be no particular reason 
why the wise men and the press should 
lie about the matter. 

On the other hand, as above stated, 
there is no possible connection between 
the passage of the House gold-standard 
bill and the flurry on Wall street which 
Mr. Dubois incorrectly refers to as a 
“panic.” There was no panic, as we 
all know, but only a temporary short- 
| ness of ready money, which caused call 
loans to advance ‘sharply until for a 
short time as high as 100 per ‘cent. 
was offered. The Times has before 
shown that this flurry was not of a 
serious nature, and that it was caused 
by good times instead of by “hard 
times,” or by any incident of legisla- 
tion. Although the volume of money 
in circulation is larger today than it 
ever was before in the history of the 
country, so enormous is the volume of 
business that has been and is being 
transacted in the West that the money 
sent to that section for moving the 
crops was retained* instead of being 
sent back, as is the usual practice, 
leaving New York—which is also do- 
ing an enormous business—some mil- 
lions short. | 

It is quite true, no doubt, that it 
William Jennings Bryan had _ been 
elected President of the United States 
in 1896, instead of William McKinley, 
there would have been no flurry in the 
New York money market the other 
day; for the very good and sufiicient 
reason that the business of the coun- 
try would not have been so heavy as 
to require a large volume of money. It 
is probably better, however, to have 
the business and the flurry than to 
have free-silver coinage, no business, 
and no flurry.

Consicering that it was a first night; 
that everybody in her support, as well 
as the star herself, was. exceedingly 
nervous; that there was a small army 
of supernumeraries to be herded, and 
that the very magenitude of the under- 
taking at the Burbdark mede Miss 
O'’Neil’s appearance extra hazardous, 
her performance as Lady Macbeth was 
little short of marvelous. With exqui- 
site poise, sure-footedness and that 
spirit of and confidence 
with which this actress appreaches 
every roie she assumes, at her first 
scene wherein she sits at the crimson 
table and reads the letter from Mac- 
beth, she took hold of her audience and 
held it with the grip of a master. 
There was no shifting in seats, no rus- 
tling of programmes and no inattention 
on the part of even the most resticss 
and boisterous youth in the farther row 
of the gallery when she began reading 
the impressive lines and presenting to 
her audience a queenly Lady Macbeth 
in the very person of that cruel and 
ambitious woman, who plays with such 
skill and adroitness upon the spirit of 
an ambitious, but weak-fibered hus- 
band.

ritic might pick petty flaws in her 
-eading, but its general tone was ele- 
vated, dignified, potential and purpose- 
ful to the last degree. Her reception of 
Macbeth and her seductive ' cozening 
of this man who craves a crown, but 
lacks the spirit by which crowns were 
wen in the olden days, was a most im- 
preséive bit of playing. It were in- 
deed a strong-husband who would not 
be counseled(to\lo wrong by 80 adroit 
an advocate. 

The vigencies of the sleep-walking 
scene are especially taxing upon a 
player, but Miss O'Neil came through 
the performance with sure effectiveness 
and surpassing power. Whether it was 
by a slip of the tongue, or purposely, 
that she pronounced the word 
“damned” as though it were written 
“dammed,” we know not, but “damned” 
it is written in the book, and thus it 
should remain. The word “damned” is 
strong with the strength of the great 
bard—the word “dammed” is weak and 
decidedly misplaced. When this actress 
has thoroughly studied_the rhythm of 
Shakespeare’s lines and become perfect 
in their sequence and when she is set 
amid proper surroundings she will make 
a Lady Macbeth, who, if we mistake 
not, mnust hold the world’s attention. 

A vast amount of allowance must be 
made for firat performances of so am- 
bitious an undertaking as this, and 
therefore it would be unfair to expect 
Mr. Clement, for instance, to play the 
part of Macbeth as it ought to be 
played. This actor’s voice, on Sunday 
evening, showed clearly that it had 
been overused, and his playing suffered 
from lack of poite and confidence. In 
the earlier scenes he was quite disap- 
pointing, but after the second act it 
was much better.

MEASURES TO BE TAKEN TO STOP 
SHARP PRACTICES.

Through the Systematic Canvassing 
of Agents the Applications Show 
About One New Veteran in Twelve 
to Have a Claim—Devious Methods 
Employed in Searching for a Client. 


{[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK,.Dec. 25.—A special to 
the Press from Washington says that 
‘pension attorneys are piling up cases 
against the government as a result of 
the war with Spain. Already 25,000 ap-, 
plications have been filed on behalf of 
the soldiers of the recent war. As an 
illustration of the thoroughness with 
which the regiments have been can- 
vassed, it is said that from the Seventy- 
first New York more than 300 applica- 
tions have been obtained. From the 
Ninth Massachusetts there are 650 ap- 
plications. 

The business of getting new pen- 
sions has been systematized. The 
number of claims filed in the name of 
soldiers who have served in the Philip- 
pines have become so numerous as to 
attract official attention. Upon inves- 
tigation, it has been discovered that 
attorneys send their agents to the War 
Department every day to copy the lists 
of casualties cabled by Gen. Otis. 
The pension attorney then ascertains 
the next of kin from the enlistment 
records. 

Correspondence is opened with the 
soldier or his relatives, with a view 
to obtaining authority to prosecute a 
claim. The authorities are preparing 
to issue an order that will bar pension 
attorneys hereafter from the depart- 
ment records. The zeal of the attor- 


neys, however, will enable them to 
procure more clients, nevertheless. 
The daily dispatches furnish the 


names of the sick, wounded and killed. 

The total number of enlistments for 
the Spanish war and the Philippine in- 
surrection was about 342,000. Nearly 
forty thousand of these were reénlist- 
ments, so that the total of enlisted 
men is approximately 300,000. Judg- 
ing from the applications.already filed, 
one soldier in every twelve has be- 
come a pension-seeker in less than 
two years from date of the declaration 
of war. While the showing is some- 
what of a reflection upon the men 
who are seeking government aid al- 
ready, it is more an evidence of the 
pernicious activity of the pension at- 
torneys who stop at nothing to build 
up cases from which a fee may be col- 
lected. 

Extraordinary care was taken in the 
enlistment of the second army for the 
Philippines to avoid the filing of pen- 
sion claims, and to safeguard the gov- 
ernment, but as nearly every man in 
the tropics has been touched with 
fever, a hospital record is ready as a 
foundation for the future. This op- 
portunity will not be missed by the 
pension attorneys. | 

A physical examination before dis- 
charge has been started, and will pre- 
vent many applications being granted, 
but even this provision wil! not guard 
against subsequent disability that may 
be traced to exposure. 


LOST LODE OF GORE RANGE. 


KANSAS CITY MAN’S TALE OF A 
TENDERFOOT IN COLORADO. 


[Kansas City Star:] They were 
telling mining stories yesterday in 
the Courthouse, and Dee Reese, the 


‘lawyer, asked: 

“Did you ever hear of the lost lode 
of the Goré rangé?” 

The other lawyers, sitting around 
him said they had never heard of it, 
and then waited for him to begin. Mr. 
Reese borrowed a fresh chew of to- 
bacco, and told this story: . 

“Hundreds of experienced, and inex- 
perienced, miners, as well, have spent 
a great dealt of time-and-money look- 
ing for the lost lede of the Goré 
range, and they are searching for it 
yet. This famous mine was found 
and lost in the fall of 1896. 
of men from Iowa _ visited , Routt 
county, Colo., in the fall of °96 on a 
hunting and fishing trip.

“One afternoon, while hunting for 
deer, he started a fine buck and fired 
at him and wounded him. The buck 
fell, but got up and ran, before the 
druggist could get to him. Whére he 
fell was a pool of blood, which showed 
that he was badly wounded. The 
hunter trailed him by the blood spots 
on the dead Jeaves and grass for a 
mile, and there found where the buck 
had lain down, and then rising had 
gone on again. In this way the chase 
continued until sundown, and then the 
hunter, who was exhausted, sat down 
on an outcropping ledge of rocks to 
rest. In the enthusiasm of the chase 
he hed not noted which way he trav- 
eled, and he realized that he was lost 
in. the heavily-tinthered mountains, 
with nizht coming on. He knew it 
would.be useless to try and find the 
camp that night. so he gathered a pile 
of dead limbs and kindled a fire against 
the ledge of rocks, and laid down with 
his feet to the blaze and prepared to 
sleep. While lying there he noticed the 
rocks sparkled in the firelight.

ROBERT D. MILNE’S BRAIN. 


SIZE OF HEAD HAS NO RELATION 
TO INTELLECT. 


[San Francisco Post:] The morgue 
surgeons who performed an autopsy 
upon the remains of the late Robert 
Duncan Milne, a local literary light, 
who for many years has illuminated 
the California field of romance, found 
that the brain which he used during 
his lifetime was remarkably light, 
though well-formed and symmetrical. 

Dr. Zabala, according to the _ re- 
porter of a morning contemporary, 
speculated considerably upon this fact. 
He confessed that he did not know 
what constitutes so-called “brain 
power,” and heapparently doubted 
whether the size of a man’s brain has 
anything whatever to do with his 
mental capacity. The 
chemist, Mr. Crackon, weighed Milne’s 
brain, and found that it tipped the. 
scales at forty ounces and two 
scruples—a remarkably light dome of 
thought, indeed. : 

The late Mr. Milne was not a pro- 
found thinker. His mind was creative 
rather than reflective, and he pos- 
sessed a florid and effusive imagina- 
tion. It is, therefore, unfair to com- 
pare his brain with such as reposed 
in the craninums of men like Agassiz, 
Spurzheim or Webster. The brain of 
Spurzheim weighed 55 ounces; that of 
Agassiz 538.4 ounces, and that 
Webster 53 ounces. These, however, 
were by no means the heaviest brains 
known to science. Cuvier’s head gear 
weighed 64144 ounces, and that of Dr. 
Abercrombie 63 ounces. But these men 
were all profound and _ industrious 
thinkers, of large frame and fine or- 
ganization. 

The size of a man’s. head, as Dr. 
Zabala says, has nothing to do with 

is mental capacity. The question al- 
ways is, “What is his quality—not 
quality of brain, but quality of physi- 


cal organization?’’ Fine, silky hair, 
smooth, thin skin, small feet and 
hands, regular features, and other 


things which denote high organiza- 
tion, are the signs of intelligence and 
capacity. Of course, a large man, of 
fine organization, possesses greater 
capacity than a small one similarly 


made up, although it is a fact that 


some of the greatest individuals known 
to history were physically small and 
insignificant. Bonaparte, for instance, 
was almost a dwarf, but his brain was 
large and finely balanced. 

The late Mr. Milne had not a large 
head, but he had a very fine and com- 
pactly-organized one. Dr. Zabala prac- 
tically formulates the idea when he 
says “weight and depth of convolu- 
tion seem to be the~best, but by no 
means the infallible, indications of 
poiwer.’’ Milne’s brain was light, but 
the convolutions were deep and numer- 
ous. This puts the whole subject in 
a nutshell. .

ON DISFIGURING HIMSELF.

It came about 
one day that the child of Sissy'’s 
enemy, Mrs. Sinful, was being swept 
away in a freshet and would have 
drowned if Sissy had not reached out 
her long arm and saved the little one.

COVINA, Dec. 25.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] At a special meeting of 
the stockholders of the Contract Wa-

FOOTBALL CHAMPIONS. 


SANT£ BARBARA WINS’ FROM 
POMONA COLLEGE. 


Game Yesterday Ends in a Dispute, 
But Officials Decide that Champion- 
ship Goes to the Santa Barbara 
Athletic Club Team —A Magnifi- 
cent Struggle—A Close Score. 


The football game yesterday after- 
noon at Fiesta Park, between the teams 
of the Santa Barbara Athletic Club 
and Pomona College, was won by the 
former eleven. The contest was full 
of spectacular end runs, brilliant de- 
fensive playing and many exchanges of 
punts between the rival fullbacks. It 
was a beautiful exhibition of the game 
save for the last few minutes, The 
action of the Pomona captain in ¢call- 
ing his team off the fleld, and refusing 
to abide by the .official’s decisions, at 
the end of the game, marred one of 
the finest gridiron struggles ever wit- 
nessed between two Southern Califor- 
nia elevens. 

Pomona had scored a touchdown in 
the first half, and kicked a goal, mak- 
ing the score 6 to 0. In the second half 
Santa Barbara made a strong rally, 
and seven minutes from the opening 
of the half, tied the score. The north- 
ern team had a second 
within its grasp, when an unfortunate 
fumble lost the bail. Pomona re- 
vived and carried the pigskin out of 
dangerous proximity to her goal. Santa 
Barbara finally took the ball on downs, 
and with a burst of magnificent play- 
ing, carried “it down the field till only 
six inches intervened between it and 
the coveted goal. Pomona, at this 
point, protested that the time of play 
had elapsed, and, although the time- 
keeper’s record ghowed three-quarters 
of a minute left. to play, the captain 
of the Pomona eleven called his men 
from the field. Santa Barbara lined 
up without opposition and carried the 
ball over for the Second touchdown 
just as time was called. The game 
was awarded to Santa Barbara, the 
yeferee announcing the score as Ill 


to 6. 
-About 600 enthusiasts witnessed the 
contest. A large delegation of students 
from Pomona College was on hand. 
They cheered lustily for their team.
